" Macbeth ” Here on January 7

St. Joseph’s College will present 
the Players Incorporated in Mac- 
beth by William Shakespeare in the 
school auditorium on January 7, at 
8:15 p.m. . 

The play will star Laurence Luck- 
inbill in the title role of Macbeth 
and Dolores Viola as Lady Macbeth. 
Both are veterans of Players In- 
corporated. Laurence is in his ninth 
season, and Dolores is in her third 
season. 

Currently touring for its 11th 
consecutive year, the company of 
Players Incorporated has recently 
completed an off-Broadway engage- 
ment at Carnegie Hall Playhouse in 
New York City. In their first 10 
years of touring, they have made 


six trips abroad under the auspices 
of the Department of Defense to 
entertain troops in Korea, Japan 
and the European Command at the 
Arctic Circle. During that time they 
have given over 1500 performances 
of Shakespeare’s Much Ado About 
Nothing, King- Lear, Macbeth, 
Twelfth Night, Love’s Labour’s 
Lost, Othello, Julius Caesar, Henry 
IV (Part I), Romeo and Juliet, The 
Taming of the Shrew, as well as 
major works of Shaw and Moliere. 

The 15 members of the company 
are graduates of the famous Speech 
and Drama Department of The Ca- 
tholic University of America in 
Washington, D. C., noted for the 
many Broadway hits which have or- 
iginated in the University Theatre. 
The C. U. Drama Department is 


under the direction of the Rev. Gil- 
bert V. Hartke, 0. P., one of the 
most prominent figures in the Am- 
erican Theatre today, and the foun- 
der of players Incorporated. 

This energetic young company is 
“on the road” annually from early 
fall to spring. Their 15 members 
double and triple in brass, both off- 
stage and on. They carry attractive 
sets and costumes especially design- 
ed and executed for each new pro- 
duction. 

In addition to the touring com- 
pany, Players Incorporated oper- 
ates the year round with two sum- 
mer theatres, one at Olney, Mary- 
land (8th season coming up) and 
one at Winooski Park, Vermont 
(10th season coming up).

During a recent meeting of the 
freshman class officers and hall 
representatives, the idea oi seting 
up a tutoring service was introduc- 
ed. The reason for such a service 
would be to help those freshmen in- 
terested in bettering their grades. 

To determine how many fresh- 
men would be interested, each was 
given a questionaire. The tabulated 
results showed that approximately 
150 were interested in help in one 
or more of their 'courses. Three- 
fifths of these were willing to pay 
a reasonable fee that would be de- 
termined by the Student Council at 


a later date, and 2/3 were in favor 
of small informal classes rather 
than private tutoring. 

Tentatively, these classes would 
consist of about ten students with 
willing, talented upperclassmen, 
recommended by the faculty, as tu- 
tors. They would be conducted twice 
a week for one hbur each. .

Two students appeared 
at last month’s Council meeting requesting 
just these things. To the student union as 
a whole these probably do not seem like 
very important items of consideration, but, 
to the residents of these halls, they most 
certainly are. The value of these requests 
is “' rio t - however, my point.. 1~_. 

Should these matters he brought before 
the Student Cou ncil itii this manner ? The 
vice-president of the Council is “ex officio,” 
inter-hall chairman. Each hall has its own 
representative and their names were re- 
cently posted in the minutes of -the Council 
meeting. It is to this representative, and 
in turn to the vice-president, that these 
matters should have been brought. He then 
could have investigated the circumstances 
and made a report to the Council, being able 
to give all of the background information. 
This is the way it was originally intended 
to operate, and it appears to me that this 
is the most efficient way for it to run. 

Every student has the right to speak up 
at. any of the Council meetings, hut not 
when machinery has been set up to handle 
just such situations. The. results will ob- 
viously he quicker and more effective if 
the proper machinery is used. 

Although a financial report of the semes- 
ter’s activities will be published at a later 
date, I thought that the students might 
like to know what the Council has been 
doing with the increased funds they have 
at their disposal. With one month left in 
the semester, I think that they have done 
a pretty impressive job with what they had. 

Possibly the best way to approach a true 
analysis of their work would be to compare 
it with last year’s Council. On the basis 
of pure cash, it has cost just about $1300 
less to run the activities this year than it 
did last year. For the first semester of last 
year, the Council began $500 i n the black. 
They took in -approximately $5000 in fees 
and ended up some $1,(500 in the red at the 


ue 


end of the semester. This year we began 
with a deficit of $1900, took in $7,000 and 
have yet lo receive about $(500 in fees. 
While being forced to merely take an* edu- 
cated guess at the costs for the remainder 
of the semester, it is thought that we will 
come with! hone or two hunderd dolalrs of 
breaking' exactly even. - This is fine, hut 
what has it gone for? 

There were three trips away, for sports 
events in each year. We had one jess mixer 
here this year. hut_We_had two more mixers 
at other schools. (This does not include the 
two that were cancelled last month, but it 
does include the one planned for June. In 
the way of major dances, the Homecoming 
was paid for by the Alumni dept, this year, 
while last yeah the Council had to bear 
the expense. The Tower Dance was held 
both years and this year the Date Dance 
was revived, after a three year lapse. 

The cost of bringing a girl down to St. 
Joe’s for a mixer is estimated at between 
$2.50 and $3,00. This includes her room, 
meals and the band. To put on -a mixer for 
.TOO girls, the Council must lie prepared 
to pay out around $1,100. 

This year the motels in the area all 
raised their rates from $2.50 to $3.00 a 
night. In order to offset the increase, and 
also to be able to provide more- ^activities, 
the Council initiated the practice of charg- 
ing each girl $1.00 towards her room. 

In appraising the work of the Cou ncil 
thus far, it appears that they have been 
working hard to hold the line on spending, 
while at the same time not curtailing the 
activities it provides for the students. This 
they have succeeded in doing, because any- 
one would he hard pressed to find a week- 
end when there wasn’t some activity going 
on. 

It would he unfair to conclude from all 
of this that last year’s Council was waste- 
ful. I don’t think that this is the case. 
Pi ogress has been made this year, however, 
and the present Council should he con-" 
gratulated for doing so. 


"Time Limit” Re-Reviewed . . . 

\ Interpretation is vital.” "...Not just one view...

With the permission of the editors, I 
would like to hand down a dissenting opin- 
ion on Raymond A. Krizmanie’s violent 
criticism of Time Limit. ... ■ '' 

Mr. Krizmanic says that Time Limit loses 

some of its force because “a fine ■ tale— of 

intrigue ifi the lives of POWs in a Com- 
munist POW camp is unfolded in the office 
of the Judge Advocate, instead Of in the 
prison camp itself.” I do not believe that 
the play’s authors, Harold Denkey and 
Ralph Berkeley, made this -tale the object 
‘of their efforts. They - wanted to portray the 
after-effects of life in a Communist POW 
camp on its victims, represented by Maj. 
Cargill, and open for debate the question 
of the justice of condemning a man for 
breaking under tremendous strain^ even 
though he had been a man of unquestion- 
able-character up to the time of his break- 
ing. . 

Neither do I think that the Columbian 
Players’ production job was as poor as Ray 
leads us to believe. But I also think that 
Ed* 'Corbett, Robert Winkeljohn, Leon 
Brady and Kenneth Krohmer did a fine job. 
While Rita Layden left . much to be desired 
in her interpretation of the WAC Cpl., let 
us face the fact that she was probably the 
only person who read for that part. In a 
men’s college, the number of actresses is 
limited. 

I will admit that the costuming was in- 
adequate, but this might have been an 
insurmountable obstacle. After all, the 
actors’ interpretation of the play is para- 
mount. Good acting covers up for poor 
costuming, lighting- and props; but good 
props, lighting and costuming can never 
cover up for poor acting. Congratulations, 
Columbian Players!

Men and Issues

This issue we turn our attention to the problem of anti-intell'ectualism j 
on the campus. Fr. Edward A. Maziarz, Academic Dean, answers our 
questions and gives his views on the subject. 

Question: Is? there actually a lack of intellectualism on Catholic college 

campuses ? 

Answer: Yes, but it is not proportionately greater than at some non- 
Catholic institutions. However, Catholic colleges have become self- 
analytical and self-critical. As Catholic educators we have a greater 
. duty but have been more negligent. 

Q. Could one reason for this be the over-stressed moral teaching? 

A. The elementary and secondary schools have overemphasized moral 
teachings. They seem to be over-concerned with making people good 
in practice, instead of developing minds and a study of theory.' How- 
ever, again I must say that the lack of intellectualism is not propor- 
tionately greater than in other schools. 

Q. What is being done here at St. Joe to eliminate this condition? 

A. The administration and faculty have been improved, but the students 
have failed to follow this intellectual trend. 

Q. What is being done to aid the students? 

A. Lectures have been given to the freshman so that they may be ac- 
quainted with the problem at the start of their college career. The 
— — scholastic committee has set up a freshman tutorial system and are 
- to review the whole situation. Lectures have also been given to the 
faculty concerning this issue. Our departmental organization has the 
advancement of intellectualism as its purpose. 

Students must realize that intellectual improvement mijst come 
from within their own group. They should also be remined of the 
responsibility that comes with their talents and that sin may be in- 
volved if they do not use these talents. 

Q. Do you wish to mae any other comment on this point? 

A. I do not wish to give the impression that there is a complete lack of 
intellectualism. Some signs are present, such as the participation in 
the book-of-the-month sales and increased attendance at the concert 
and lecture series. Class performance, however, is no better. 

The students should study together more and should be reminded 
that the pro-intellectual outlook will give them religious, social, and 
economic advantages. The fault for this situation lies in the whole 
value system of our country with its materialistic stress.

To Bethlehem for Enrollment 

Caesar Augustus , has proclaimed that his entire empire be 
enrolled in a world-wide census. 

All descendants of the House of David have thus been obliged 
to come to Bethlehem to be counted under the new method of

taking the census devised by King Herod and his councilors. 

King Herod received the decree on the first of tin* month and 
Immediately called a special council of state with Nicholas of- 
Damascus, the foreign secretary, Ptolemy, the grand vizier, and 
Joazar, the high priest in order to i 


Bethlehem Forms 





In angry response to the continuous raising of the Imperial 
fax rate, a tax protest group has been formed in the Bethlehem 


area. 


Named “The Greater Bethlehem and Countryside Taxpayers 
Association, ” the group was conceived and dedicated at a spe- 
cial protest nleeting in the Temple courtyard Sunday night. 
Over 300 indigant citizens heard 


Abrim Shalom, local lawyer and 
organizer of the meeting, denounce 
what he called “the hardheaded tax 
bureaucracy that continues to 
strengthen its stranglehold on our 
incomes.” 

Shalom called for an organized, 
strong protest on the part of Ju- 
dean taxpayers in making their 
grievances felt. He pointed out that 
the t§x rate has been on a steady 
increase, yet there has been little 
or no benefits to the taxpayers ac- 
cruing from it. 

More Tax, Less Benefit 
“Our civil service is indolent and 
jumbled, our roads remain unpaved 
. . . and when it comes to Imperial 
trade preference, Judea gets just 
the scraps,” Shalom continued. 

In addition, he said, the tax pro- 
gram this year was responsible for 
the, current congested census pro- 
cedure which has inconvenienced 
thousands of distant Judeans. 

Shalom then called for the form- 
ing of the tax protest group. 
“Alone,” he said, “we are ' but tiny 
voices In the desert, -but organized 
in a dedicated body, we can make 
our yells heard to the gates of 
Rome itself.”' 

Shalom Named Prexy 
Over three-quarters of the as- 
sembled group voted yes to the pro- 


posal and immediately elected Sha- 
lom as the Association’s first pres- 
ident^ 

Shalom, in turn, selected Muriel 
Aman as vice-president and Joa- 
chim Bea as Secretary-treasurer. 

The Association’s first official 
act was the drawing up of a letter 
to both Herod and the EmpsrOr, 
stating the group’s' basic griev- 
ances, the purposed of the organi- 
zation, and its immediate plans. 

According to its founders, the 
avowed purpose of the Association 
will be to discuss and act on local 
tax problems and injustices. The 
group will regularly consult with 
tax experts and then forward its 
grievances and suggestions to both 
the domestic and Imperial authori- 

, . -at. 

ties. 

235 Members Enrolled 

Dues collected from the mem- 
bers will be used to hire tax coun- 
sellors and financial advisors. 

Two hundred and thirty-five 
members were enrolled at the meet- 
ing at a nominal charter fee of one 
talent per person. 

Shalom has set the next meeting 
of the new group for next Sunday 
night at 8 in tbe Temple courtyard. 
All interested citizens and concern- 
ed taxpayers are invited to attend. 


Curfew Set 

A midnight curfew will go in- 
to effect in Bethlehem tonight, 
Magistrate Gnaeus Pulvius an- 
nounced .earlier today. All per-, 
sons, citizens and visitors alike, 
are ordered to be off the streets 
by midnight. 

Magistrate Pulvius further ad- 
vises all homeowners and inn- 
keepers to keep their doors and 
windows locked and shuttered. 

This action is the latest move 
by the civil authorities to curb 
the sudden rash of murders and 
robberies that have taken place 
in Bethlehem and surrounding 
towns during the census-taking 
congestion of the past week.

As far as Isaac Himmel is con- 
cerned, his donkeys are man’s best 
friends — and more.

“Oh., your daughters?” asked the 
registration official. 

-‘No,” replied Isaac, “my donkeys. 
They’re as dear to me as any wife 
or daughter — and a lot less trou- 
ble to support and feed.” 


decide the best way of carrying out 
mighty Caesar’s command. 

As the Roman custom of enroll- 
ing the populace in their actual 
place of residence would be dis- 
tasteful to the Jews, the council ad- 
vised the King to decree that each 
man return to the place of origin 
of his house and family to be count- 
ed. 

The King agreed that it would be 
best to observe Jewish custom since, 
in this case, the census would then 
be less likely to proovke resistance 
among the people. “This is a less 
convenient method,” said Herod, 
“but it has the merit of being in 
accord with the national feeling.” 

It has been custom among the 
Jews since ancient times for a man 
to keep his genealogy up to date by 
sending the names of any children 
born to him abroad back to the 
town where his house and family 
originated. Anyone who does not 
follow this custom would not be al- 
lowed to officiate as a priest since 
he could not prove he was of Is- 
rael. \ 

The decree of Caesar caused no 
little amount of confusion among 
Herod and his advisers. How the 
Jews, resenting the yoke of Rome 
already, would react to suctea com- 
mand was a subject of much specu- 
lation. 


When Caesar decreed a census 
in Gaul 20 years ago, the Gauls had 
bitterly opposed it as an unprece- 
dented innovation and had actually 
broken out in rebellion, causing the 
census to be delayed until the rebels 
were suppressed. 

Thus far, the Jews have gone 
along with Herod’s method of tak- 
ing the census with little or no 
trouble since it conforms with their 
customs. 

Caesar Augustus decided to have 
this universal census because he 
wants the names, of all his subject 
inscribed in the public register for 
purposes of taxation. All between 
the ages of 14 and 60 are liable to 
a poll-tax of one denarius and this 
census, when completed, will great- 
ly ease the work of the publicans 
in collecting the taxes. And too, it 
will be almost impossible for any- 
one to escape payment. 

All the peoples of the empire will 
be counted including Rome, Greece, 
Asia Minor, SyriarEgypt, Africa, 
Mauretania, Spain, Gaul, Germany 
and the Balkan lands. 

Formally, a census in the subject 
kingdoms was aimed to include only 
male adults of military age. How- 
ever, this census is framed accord- 
ing to the old law of Rome and so 
the names of old men, women and 
children are being required for reg- 
istration. *■ 


Tired- But Festive Town Celebrates 


After a hectic day in the market 
place yesterday, the! people of Beth- 
lehem retired to the local khan for 
the annual winter holiday festivi- 
ties. As one approached the area, it 
became evident that this was the 
most vibrant gathering in the his- 
tory of Bethlehem. The court yard 
of the khan was literally a mob, 
scene. The citizens, both past and 
present, were massed together in a 
crushing throng. 

For the harried travelers who 
had just recently arrived in Beth- 
lehem, it- must ]have been quite a 
trial. The late arrivals had been 
forced to make-up- their. beds in-the- 
various nooks and corners of the 
courtyard.- Their belongings, beds 
and animals were completely ig- 
nored by the milling, trampling feet 


of the celebrators. The strange 
thing was that the visitors, at least 
those who were evident, didn’t seem 
to mind the abuse at ^1J, The gen- 
eral feeling of joy running through 
the crowd was just that high. 

Every person in £he khan was 
talking unceasingly and simultan- 
eously at the top of their voices. 
Merchants were hawking their 
wares, chickens were cackling and 
squalling, donkeys were braying 
and fighting, and the dogs were 
barking. 

The topics’ of conversation were 
as many and- varied as the home- 
t owns o f the- people who had re- 
turned to register. In one section 
of the yard it was the state of the 
market; in another, the high price 
of the horse from the Hauran. The 


women were gathered about in 
small groups, informing and being 
informed of the latest weddings, 
births, and deaths. Politics, always 
a lively Subject where Judeans ga- 
ther, was thoroughly discussed 
from the new tax that has been 
levied to the boundary dispute be- 
tween Galilee and Samaria. Des- 
cending to more ordinary matters, 
the gossip and scandal ran rampant 
from tongue ,to tongue. 

All the children were running 
what’ seemed to be an exhausting, 
endless race 'with each other. The 
crowd did not even seem to bother 
their wild activities. The fi nest win & 
|*hvas brought out for the occasion, 
as were- the most costly garments 
of the many classes that had gath- 
ered. _ 


Loiv, Moving Star Seen 
In East ; Pursuit Begun 

Astonished astronomers have reported the appearance of a 
mysterious moving' star in the Eastern sky. Presently above the 
Kavir desert near the Caspian Sea, the star has set off many 
trains of scientific speculation and at least one journey in pur- 
suit of it. 


Various scientific experts have 
declared that the star js really a 
comet, a meteor, or a planet. Other 
equally renowned astronomers hold 
firm in their belief that the star is 
a “stella nova.” 

A “stella nova” is a star which 
suddenly increases in magnitude 
and brilliancy for no known reason, 
arid then burns out. 

Star “Special Miracle” 

Xenos Phillipos, head scientist at 
the Astrabad National Observatory, 
is one of the leading proponents of 
the “stella nova” theory. He de- 
clared, however, that “The unex- 
pected star was not an ordinary 
stella nova.” 

He explained, “It must be by a 
special miracle that the star has 
moved constantly in the lower level 
of the atmosphere.” 

At present, the star is moving 
in a constant westerly path, toward 
the lands of the Mediterranean. As- 
tronomers have clocked the star as 
moving in a “slow, but direct” man- 
ner. 

Follow the Star 

—Many peop le — in— the— east- have 
taken the star to be a symbol of 
some great, event. Thtfee high 
priests from' the sacred caste of 
Medes in the mountains on the’ 


fringe of Parthia have set off on a 
journey in pursuit of the roaming 
star. 

Setting off on camelback Sunday 
night, the party headed across the 
Great Salt Desert, using the new- 
ly discovered phenomenon as its 
only guide. M. 

The Medean abbey near Herat 
reported the sighting of the star 
last Friday. The three travellers, 
unidentified by Medes authorities, 
announced their intention to follow 
the star in its course, though their 
journey is looked ortuhfavorably by 
the abbey, it is rumored.

All of the residents of Bethlehem can 
thank the census which is being taken at 
this time for many improvements which 
are taking place now, and which will take 
place in the future. At its bi-weekly meet- 
ing, the City Managers took positive steps 
to insure t he growth of Bethlehem. To find 
out just what the lackings of .the .city were, 
a special investigating committee was set 
up. Their findings were presented at the 
last meeting and plans for the rectifying 
of these failings were submitted last night 
at the Temple. . 

The most obvious lacking pointed out 
was our failure to attract the businessman 
of means to Bethlehem. Three steps were 
taken to correct this! 

The number of market days has been 
expanded from two to three by the opening 
of the market on Friday, along with Mon- 
day and Tuesday. In an effort to encourage 
the small manufacturer to move to our city, 
an interest-free loan fund will be estab- 
lished at the Temple for the use of all new 
tradespeople who come to Bethlehem. This 
fund is designed to help them pay for a 
home gnd the necessary equipment they 


might need. Lastly, a letter has been dis- - 
patched to King Herod requesting that he 
appeal to Rome for half the cost of con- 
struction of the new roadway between 
Bethlehem and Jerusalem. This has long 
been needed by the merchant caravans that 
wish to trade in the Bethlehem area. 

City Manager Hessiod has volunteered to 
^*eek out a man of wealth who will pay for 
the construction of a new khan for the city. 
The present inns are simply too small to 
handle the volume of visitors we expect. 
For what it may be worth, I think that tke 
logical choice of people to pay for this 
structure would he the young men who left 
Bethlehem and made their fortune’s else- 
where. These young men have been raised 
to their high social standing due to th& 
efforts of the many people of this city. 
They worked in our market place and were 
taught in our Temple. It is their turn to 
repay the generosity of their elders. 

Due to the census,! the next City Man- 
agers’ meeting which was scheduled for two 
weeks from now in the Temple, will be post- 
poned an additional week. This is your 
government, so use it. 


New Market High Recorded 
In Bethlehem Sheep Trading 


Sheep trading in the Bethlehem market 
place reached a new high in volume today 
with people from all over Judea, Samaria 
and Galilee flooding the city for the census. 

Buying and selling in the futures area 
zoomed from a 4,597 volume at this time 
last week to 7,395, an increase of 2,798 
transactions. 

Along with the rise in volume sales, 
prices for futures also rose at about the 
same clip. Offers of 2 V 2 talents last week 
appeared petty today as the more wealthy 
sheep herders came in from the nearby 
fields. When the market opened this mor- 
ning, offerings of 3 Vi talents were being- 
given and even this figure rose considerably 
throughout the day to a high of 4i by mid- 
afternoon 

Prices prevailing for 94-pound choice to 
prime wooled stock were 4 Vi while most 
good and choice 80 to 100 pounders went 
for 3V2 to 4 talen ts. 

Goat trading did not follow the trend of 
the sheep, though, as futures remained j 
steady to a little higher than this time last j 
week. Price s ha ve ranged all the way from 
4 to 6 talents for the less-usable, horned 
animals. 

This tendency to remain stable has been ; 
due mainly to the northern herders’ dis- 
interest in the goat market, many of the 
market traders commented this afternoon. 

Actual over-the-counter buying and sell- 
irg of both sheep and goats dropped slight- 
ly from the 2,500 normal volume whi c h ha s 


taken hold Muring the past three months. 
This drop was also explained by market 
officials as due to the census infiltration 
into the city. It seems, they pointed out, 
that most of the herders are merely here 
by the order of Caesar Augustus and these 
herders were not prepared to do any trad- 
ing on the market place with animals at 
the present time. ^ 

In the midst of the" trading today, a 
statement was issued by Abraham of Bee- 
roth, head trader, regarding the prospects 
for the future in . the Judean sheep and 
goat business. “As far as we can tell today,” 
he stated, 1 ' Judea seems to l+e in pi'et-ty good 
shape for the future.' Right now we are 
deluged with trading by people foreign 
to our market. As soon as these people 
leave, we must expect the volume trading 
on our market to go down. 

. “Here is . where we will meet with the 
l>ig test. Will we be able to continue pay- 
ing these high prices in the market? In 
order to keen our economy from failing, 
we must not Jet these prices fall. Up until 
this time the market here in Bethlehem 
has been lower than the rest of Judea. Our 
prices have now crept up to the normal 
level. We must keep this level or we will 
lose much trade to cities like Jerusalem, 
Beth Leban/and Jaffa. I believe we have 
the potential to keep these prices up, and 
if we do, Bethlehem’s market will be at 
the highest it has been in years. Yes, things 
look good, if we can only support the high- 
er prices.” j! '

Nor am I con- 
demning the Judean constabulary for their 
seeming lack of interest in my ill-fortune 
Nor am I bothered too much by the loss 
of the money for I have more than enough 
to cover the rest of my stay in town. 

But I am angered and alarmed by the 
apparent lack of character and up-bringing 
in these youths who attacked and robbed 
me. It tends to indicate that our juveniles 
are not receiving proper training in the 
Temple. Our young people are becoming 
spoiled and soft both morally and physical- 
ly. They should be given a good talking-to 
and sent off to fight in some foreign war 
to teach them what they have failed to 
learn in the Temple classes. 

I am originally from Bethlehem but 20 
years ago I moved to Jaffa to work for 
the Isaac Important Company and I have 

this year. This incident almost makes me 
ashamed of my ti^ld home town.
